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SOCIALIZATION OF AMERICA ACTUALLY 
PROPOSED 
A bill recently introd u ced in Congress wou ld 
go farther than any measu re y et proposed to 
bring abou t the ev entu al socialization of the 
United States — and the more or less immed iate 
socialization of the electric ind u stry . 
The bill wou ld create sev en new “TVA’s.” Win­ 
d ow d ressing is prov id ed in generalities concern­ 
ing the need for flood control, d ev elopment of 
nav igation, and the preserv ation of natu ral re­ 
sou rces. Bu t the measu re, in the word s of News­ 
week, goes “d irectly to the heart of the pro­ 
gram — the generation and d istribu tion of elec­ 
tric power.” It is stipu lated that all Fed eral 
d ams hereafter constru cted shall be equ ipped for 
power generation. 
The regions where au thorities with almost 
czar-like powers wou ld be established inclu d e 
the Colu mbia Valley , the Pacific Sou thwest, the 
Missou ri Valley , the Arkansas Valley , the Great 
Lakes-Ohio Valley , the Atlantic Seaboard and 
the Mississippi Valley . When the ex isting Ten­ 
nessee Valley Au thority is ad d ed to these, it be­ 
comes obv iou s that the objectiv e of the bill is a 
gigantic pu blicly -su bsid ized , tax -free, su per-pow­ 
er sy stem blanketing the cou ntry — controlled 
by politicians, and paid for by the tax pay ers. 
The measu re goes to u nbeliev able lengths to 
d estroy priv ate competition. Each of the new 
agencies wou ld hav e complete au tonomy . They 
wou ld be immu ne to state regu latory commis­ 
sions, and it is specifically prov id ed that they 
hav e the au thority to establish rates withou t 
regard to the Fed eral Power Commission’s stan-, 
d ard s for priv ate u tilities. 
More incred ible y et, the measu re seeks to 
make these agencies practically immu ne from 
legal action by priv ate u tilities whose bu siness 
they might confiscate at the ex pense of inv est­ 
ors and workers. A clau se in the bill prov id es 
that no Fed eral d istrict cou rt may issu e an in­ 
ju nction against a gov ernmental power agency 
u nless the plaintiff posts bond to cov er all pos­ 
sible losses resu lting from the litigation. In some 
cases these potential losses might total u ntold 
millions of d ollars — and it wou ld be obv iou sly 
impossible to post bond for that amou nt, in or­ 
d er to hav e one’s d ay in cou rt. 
It is d ifficu lt to believ e that a measu re so 
obv iou sly d estru ctiv e of personal and property 
rights wou ld be d rawn and seriou sly proposed in 
$ d emocratic cou ntry . It is still worse to record 
that observ ers giv e it a fair chance to pass, u n­ 
less the pu blic awakens to its threat to ou r in­ 
stitu tions. In the word s of Philip H. Gad sd en, 
“The bill will cripple if not d estroy the electric 
light and power ind u stry . For what pu rpose? 
To make a d efinite start in the socialization of 
American ind u stry .” 
Destru ctiv e of priv ate enterprise by su ch in­ 
sid iou s legislation pales into insignificance in 
comparison to the fact that it head s ou r cou ntry 
toward fascism, commu nism, or some other alien 
“ism” u nd er which gov ernment and offcialism 
become the masters, instead of the serv ants of 
the people. 


3 0 per cent, and alread y a marked d ecrease has 
taken place in insu rance rates. 
New York’s special frau d bu reau has benefited 
not only the tax pay er and the honest litigant, 
bu t the pu blic as a whole. Efficient fu nctioning 
of the ju d icial machinery is no longer threatened 
by a growing v olu me of tru mped -u p inju ry 
claims and the perniciou s activ ities of crooked 
practitioners. 
Cities throu ghou t the nation may profitably 
follow the ex ample set by New York. The acci­ 
d ent racketeer is a parasite. His activ ities are a 
constant d rain on the resou rces of the casu alty 
insu rance ind u stry and force insu rance rates, to 
higher lev els than wou ld otherwise prev ail, thu s 
cau sing ev ery insu rance bu y er to help pay the 
bill. 
Hearty cooperation between the pu blic, the 
cou rts, the police and the insu rance ind u stry 
can u ltimately erad icate the fake accid ent 
racketeer. The sooner his d emise the better.

the district attorney has arranged to set up a 
permanent bureau to handle accident fraud cases. 
Need for a permanent bureau was rev ealed by 
the activ ities of a special bureau which for some 
months past has been notably successful in con­ 
v icting crooked lawy ers, doctors, runners and 
fake injury claimants. Prior to the creation of 
the special bureau 7 3 per cent of csaes on the 
calendar of the Supreme Court of New York were 
personal injury suits. Within a few months after 
the special bureau began to function personal in­ 
jury claims filed in the city court dropped nearly

Farm Tenancy BUI 
Washington, J une 25 (A*)—Ad­ 
ministration leaders decided this 
afternoon to rush farm tenancy 
legislation through both houses 
of congress early nex t week, be­ 
fore the senate plunges into 
debate ov er the President’s court 
bill. Senator J ohn H. Bankhead 
(Dem., Ala.), co-author of the 
tenancy measure, said he feared 
it would be lost in the end-of- 
session scramble tor adjourn­ 
ment if it is not passed quickly .

It is a fact that some. of the

It goes back to this. Congress 
helps su pport the city of Wash­ 
ington since a hand some part 
of the city is pu blicly owned and 
not su bject to property tax es. 
Congress, y ears ago, agreed to 
pu t u p 40 per cent of the kitty . 
Bu t not in many y ears, if ev er, 
has that mu ch been pu t u p and 
the tax pay ers of the city hav e 
had to make u p the d ifference. 
Ju st like other growing cities, 
Washington has its trou ble rais­ 
ing rev enu e and this y ear was no 
ex ception. So it arranged with a 
congressional committee, which 
acts as sort of town cou ncil for 
the d istrict, to impose an income 
tax . 


Silence Is Golden. 
A d ay was set apart for consid ­ 
ering the new d istrict tax bill in 
the hou se and no particu lar fu ss 
had been raised u ntil somebod y 
brou ght it squ arely home that 
members of congress— the v ery 
members who were getting read y 
for a rou tine v ote on the bill— 
were su bject to the tax . 
They v oted 227 to 75 against 
giv ing consid eration to su ch a 
bill and it was sent back to the 
committee with instru ctions to 
knock ou t the income tax and 
pu t a heav ier d u ty on real 
estate. 
So if y ou r congressman d oes­ 
n’t shou t against the ev asiv e mil­ 
lionaires as lou d ly as y ou think 
he shou ld , ju st keep in mind he 
is'a trifle embarrassed . He fou nd 
a loophole, himself.

Person^ whose tax amou nts 
to more than $10 are req u ested to 
file q u arterly retu rns. 
Arranged accord ing to grou ps 
concerned in specific changes, 
the d iv isions ad v ice was: 
FOR ALL TAXPAYERS: It is 
now necessary to report all in­ 
come receiv ed , then d ed u ct non- 
tax able income on the proper 
line of the retu rn form. 
FOR RETAIL MERCHANTS: 
Special retu rn forms are prov id ­ 
ed for retail merchants. Those 
who q u alify as retail merchants 
are permitted an ex emption of 
$750 on receipts for the sefcond 
q u arter of 19 3 7 and su bseq u ent 
q u arters. This special ex emption 
may be d ed u cted only from re­ 
ceipts from selling at retail. The 
ex emption is not in ad d ition to 
the cu stomary $250 ex emption. 
“Retail Merchants” are d eemed 
to inclu d e only those persons 
who make retail sales of tangible 
personal property at a fix ed and 
established place of bu siness. 
“Tangible personal property , in­ 
clu d es only that which is han­ 
d led as stock in trad e for sale to 
! cu stomers in the regu lar cou rse 
of bu siness. 
No person will be consid ered 
as hav ing a fix ed place of bu si­ 
ness u nless it is a place regu larly 
operated as a store and recog­ 
nized as su ch. The mere fact 
that sales or d eliv ery rou tes or­ 
iginate at a fix ed place will not 
necessarily 
bring any 
person 
within the q u alifications u nless 
su ch rou tes are established sales 
rou tes to which the pu blic has 
become accu stomed . In no case 
will itinerant v end ers, ped d lers 
or solicitors be consid ered “Re­ 
tail Merchants.” 
FOR PARTNERSHIPS: A part­ 
nership is now a tax pay ing en­ 
tity and files a retu rn accompan­ 
ied by tax pay ments in the same 
manner as an ind iv id u al or cor­ 
poration. Partners are tax able as 
ind iv id u als on amou nts with­ 
d rawn from a partnership if the 
amou nts are abov e their pro rata 
shares of interest. Instru ctions 
are shown on the partnership 
retu rn form. 
FOR NON-PROFIT ORGANI­ 
ZATIONS: Many so-called non­ 
profit organizations are tax able 
on receipts from activ ities in 
competition with priv ate bu si­ 
ness. The only non-profit organ­ 
izations completely ex empt, re­ 
gard less of activ ities, are chu rch­ 
es and their schools, monaster­ 
ies, conv ents, labor u nions, hos­ 
pitals, and accred ited colleges 
and u niv ersities. Other non-pro­ 
fit organizations are tax able on 
all receipts ex cept d u es, contribu ­ 
tions, tu ition fees, initiation fees, 
matricu lation fees, and earnings
